‘The most distant of these villages is but 
six miles from Burdwan; but the greater 
number are only from two to three miles 
distant. Another is now building at Sooree, 
an European station, 60 miles n. w. of 
Burdwan. The Rev. Thomas Robertson, 
who visited these Schools, observes— 

“There ts no difficulty in multiplying 
Schools to any extent, commensurate with 
our abjlities. ‘The people are anxious and 
earnest in calling upen us to send them 
teachers. With a little patience, we may 
introdace into these Schools any books that 
we please. in them the children know of 
ao precedency, but that which is derived 
from merit.”

1818. Mr. Hare, Superintendent of Schools, 

This gentleman, who has resided ia In- 
dia forty years, had opened a School at 
Lucknow, at his own charge; when he 
was recommended by Mr. Corrie, seconded 
by Captain Simons, to the Corresponding 
Committee. They have allowed him fifty 
Rupees monthly, for the employment of 
Native Teachers, and other chajges neces- 
sary to give efficiency to his . 

Children of all classes and iptions 
—Protestant, Armenian, and Roman-Cath- 
olic Christians, with Mussulman, and Chi- 
nese—appear on the List of Scholars. 


BAREILLY. 

A large and populous City, in the Province of 
Delhi—805 miles N. W. of Calcutta, by way 
of Birbhoom ; but 910,by way of Moorshedabad. 

1818.—Fuez Messeech, Native Reader. 

The Report of the Calcutta Committee, 
in speaking of Mr. Corrie’s Sermon for the 

Society,in theOldChurch atCalcutta, states, 
*“ At the Conclusion of the Service, a 

Native Convert was baptized by the name 

of Fuez Messeeh. He had left Bareilly 

several months before, and repaired to 

Calcutta, in the hope of enjoying the ben- 

efit @f Christian Instruction, and of being 

admitted by the sacred ordinance of Bap- 
tism, into the Church. Here he had uni- 
formly approved himself to the Committee. 
both for his knowledge of Christian Princi- 
ples, and the correctness of his conduct. 

He has since returned to Bareilly, where 

he is usefully employed, at the expense of 

the Seciety, as a Christian Reader and 

Catechist.”

About 40 English usua!ly attend English 
Worship ; and 70 or 80 Natives, the Hin- 
doostanee. ‘The number, in both cases, 
thas been gradually & regularly increasing. 

Mr. Turnbull, the proprietor, has gene- 
rously presented a piece of ground for 
the erection of a Church ; and a Subscrip- 
tion for this object has been set on foot un- 
der'the happiest auspices, the Governor 
General having been pleased to aid the de- 
sign by the very liberal donation of 1000 
Sicca Rupees. In such anjopening for the 
regular exercise of the Ministry, Mr. 
Greenwood was to proceed tee Chunar, 
that he might cooperate with Mr. Bowley, 
he not being in Holy Orders. 


BENARES. 

1817.—John Adlington, Schoolmaster. 

The Rev. Daniel Corrie having been ap- 
poisted Chaplain at this Station, left Cal- 
cutta toward the end of November, 1817, 
accomparied by Mr, Adlington, and the 
Native Youths who had been under the 
care of Mr. Greenwood and Mr. Robertson. 
Mr. Adlington had been brought up by 
Mr. Corrie ; and, having proceeded with 
him, to England, again accompanied him on 
his return to India. 
Mr. Corrie had no sooner arrived at his 
Station, than, with his characteristic zeal 
for the advancement of religion, he pro- 
jected a Missionary Establishment in the 
vicinity of that large and populous city. 
Premises adequate to the present purpose 
have, in consequence, been purchased ; & 
here’ Mr. Adlington, on his return from a 
visit to Agra, has been settled. 
On the School, which had begun with 
Twenty-three Scholars, and on the Estab- 
lishment in general, the Report of the 
Corresponding Committee states—

The Corresponding Committee report— 
“with much concern, that their faith- 
ful Native Missionary, Abdool Messeeh, 
has been long afflicted by severe bodily in- 
disposition. ‘This has occasioned many in- 
terruptions to his accustomed services in 


charge, and to employ all his little etrength 
for their benefit.” 

Mr. Adlington visited Agra, as has been 
stated, and. was much pleased with what he 
witnessed there. ‘The aid of a European 
Missionary is, however, urgently required, 
and much pressed by the British Residents. 


‘They generously contribute 40 Rupees 


monthly for the expenses of the Schools ; 

and. would probably provide for a Mission- 

,ary, if one could be settled there. Mr. L.’s 

diligence and zeal deserve the best thanks 

of the Society ; but he can spare but little 
time from his own numerous avocations. 
There were about 45 Scholars, who read 
the New Testament, in English and Hin- 
doostanee. From 40 to 45 usually attend- 
ed Public Worship. They are poor: but 
chiefly maintain themselves ; the men by 
weaving, and the women by spinning.

MEERUT AND DELHI.

The name of Anund Messeeh, signifying 

“ Joyful in Christ,” was given to the first 

of these Natives at his baptism. The Rey. 

Henry Fisher, Chaplain at Meerut, who 

baptized him, says, “* He has since conduct- 

ed himself highly to my satisfaction, and 
superintends the different Schools which 
we hare established in the neighborhood 
of Meerut.” “Of the “ Saadhs,” discover-

Committee thus speaks— 
“ Mr. Fisher’s attention has been much 
drawn of late to a sect of Hindoos, who 
were first observed by Anund Messeeh in a 
tope (or grove) near Delhi.

‘seen by Anund, jae, hopes were en- 
tertaisicd that they were a people already 
well prepared for Missionary Laborers, by 
their previous knowledge and observance 
of the Christian Scriptures.

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From the account bere referred to,which 
we shall hereafter lay before our Readers, 
there appears to be a promising opening 
atnong these people. They are very ready 
to receive and to use our bdoks, and to lis- 
ten to Teachers. The Children are anx- 
ious to obtain instruction. Jysingh, one of 
the Saadhs, has opened 4 School, at the in- 
stance of Mr. Fisher, in the village of Kow- 
aly, where he resides. He began with 
seven children; but, in'the eyenmgs, 30 
men and children assemble to hear the old

The second of the three British Presidencies in 
India—on the East Coast of the Peninsula. 
1815—C. T. E. Rhenius, B.Schmid, G. T. 

Barenbruck. Rayappen, Native Catechist. 
The Rey. Joseph Fenn arrived here on 

the 19th of May, and the Rev. Messrs. Ba- 

renbruck and Baker on the 7th of July. 

Mr. Fenn and Mr. Baker proceeded to 

Travancore: Mr. Barenbruck was to stay, 

for the present, at Madras. 

Mr. Khenius is ‘proceeding in his revi- 
sion of the Tamul Bible. He has made 
various"e xcursion to Vadadelli and Con- 
jeveram, for thélippurpose ef preaching, 
conversation, distribution of the Scriptures 
& Tracts, and the establishment of Schools. 

Mr. Rhenius writes in June last, on the 
state of the Schools— 

“ During the last month, 456 Children 
attended the Schools. There are, in all, 
13 Schools—three in Madras, and ten in 
the Country. They serve as so many Sta- 
tions for preaching the Gospel.” 

The brethren Schmid had devoted them- 
selves to the languages. They had reo- 
dered every assistance to the Mission. 

Mr. Deocar Schmid, as will be seen, has 
been lately fixed at Palicrt, a new Station. 

A Tamal Bible Association, of Chris- 
tians and Heatnens, was formed at the Mis- 
sion House on thé 5th of Nov. 1817. 

Premises have lately been parchased in 
Black Town, suit-*sle for all the objects of 
a Christian Institution. 

Of several Native Christians, as Sandap- | 
pen, Appavoo, and Jacob Joseph, Mr. 
Thompso, writes— 

“ They have been giving themselves to 
the service of the Lord among their Coun- 
trymen, in laboring to commugicate Chris- 
tian Knowledge, and to introduce Christian

The Resident Colonel! Munro, manifests 
the most enlightened and active zeal in be- 
half of Christianity, throughout Travap- 
core and among the Syrians. 

[The present Metropolitan of the Syzi- 
ans, Mar Dionysius, cordially enters into 
the views of the Resident and of the So- 
ciety, as his predecessors also have done.} 

A School’ had been erected, and the 
whole Mission Premises put in repair ; when 
a destructive fire broke out, and burnt 
down the School and Dwelling House. Her 
Highness, the Rannee of Travancore, when 
she heard of the fire, ordered all the tim- 
ber necessary for repairs. The’ Rev. Mr. 
Spring, Chaplain at Tellicherry, very kind- 
ly collected 455 Rupees toward the expen- 
ses of rebuilding the premises. 

In March last, there were 43 Scholars in 
an English Charity School, and 9 Destitute 
Children in the Free School. 


COTYM. 
4 Village of 200 Inhabitants, on the Malabar 
Coast, about 18% miles from Allepie, and very 
near to the New Syrian College. 


1817—Benjamin Bailey, Joseph Fenn. 

Mr. Bailey reached Cochin, overland 
from Madras, on the 16th of Noy. 1816; 
and was fixed, in the beginning of 1817, at 
the Syrian College. by Colonel Munro, the 
Resident of Trav ancore, in order to super- 
intend its affairs. 

Mr. Fenn, who arrived at Madras, May 
19, 1818, was to proceed to Travancore ; 
and would probably engage in the assist- 
ance of the Syrian Christians, in whose res- 
toration and future usefulness among the 
surrounding natives he feels very warmly 
interested. 

The College is a large and handsome 
structure. It issituated in a pleasant, open 
spot, on the bank of a fine rizér___trie de

Caution has been used in admittitng to 
baptism.

The Congregation 
amounts to about 80; sometimes, to 120. 

Some interruption had been given to the 
building of the Church ; but measures were 
in progress for hastening its erection. The 
want of it. was daily becoming more ap- 
parent, 

Opposition had, in this and other ways, 
begun to manifest itself; but this, as Mr. 
Rhenius remarks—“ furnishes some traces 
of the way in which real Christianity has 
usuallyproceeded—Prosperitywith Ifflictions ! 


TRANQUEBAR. 
A Danish Settlement, on the East Coast of the

1816—John Christian Schnarre, Missiona- 
ry and Inspector of Schools. John Devas- 
agayam, Superintendent of Schools.

The number of Scholars had increased 
at the end of 1817, from 825—the estimate 
at the time of Mr. Schnarre’s inspection at 
the beginning of the year, and mentioned 
in the last Survey—to 958. They were’ 
thus distributed—English and Tamul schools: 
5 Stations, supplied by 8 Teachers—Tam- 
ul schools: 10 Stations,’supplied by 15 
Teachers—Country schools : 8 Stations, un- 
der 8 Teachers. . 

The schools are still on the increase. 
Another has been since added, containing 
120 Scholars. Mr. Schnarre has pre 
very promising young men in training for

The reviving of the Syrian church from 
its present degredation will, doubtless, be 
a work of time and of difficulty: but, by the 
blessing of God on the means now in pro- 
gress, it will be accomplished; and then 
her Priests will become Evangelists to 
their countrymen. The Scriptures, in the 
Syriac New Testament of Mr. Lee and in 
the Old Testament which he is now pre- 
paring, will enlighten the Priesthood ; and 
will become a blessing to the whole popu- 
lation, by means of the Translation into 
the vernacular Malayalim, which is now in 
rapid progress, ander the eye of the Mis- 
sionaries. Into this-language of the peo- ° 
ple Mr. Bailey has translated the Cate- 
chism ; and will, as soon as practicable, 
transfuse the Liturgy. To prepare the 
mass of the people for profiting by these 
labours, the Resident proposes to connect 
a kind of Parish School with every one of - 
the Syrian churches.

At Cochin, prospects of usefulness were 
opening upon him, particalarly among the 
Jews. Ofthese people there are, within 
the district, upward of 1500.

‘The want of health, 
however, obliged. them to return to Eng- 
land. ‘They accordingly left the coast at 
the beginning of April, on board the Lord 
Cathcart ; andarrived in the Downs onthe 
eéth of August ; and are now in Devonshire.

GOVERNOR’S SPEECH. 

Gentlemen of the Senate, and 

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives, 

IN assuming the several stations which have 
been assigned to us by the suffrages of our fellow 
citizens, we are led to recognize the goodness oi 
divine Providence in conferring on the people o/ 
this commonwealth, the blessings of ” e@ and 
plenty, of general health, of good order, ofa 
free government. Feeling, as | prevame we all 
do, ajust sense of the importance of thé trusts 
committed to our care, and ef the obligations we 
are under to see, not only that the Republic re- 
ceive no detriment, but that its best interests are 
promoted, we may safely engage in the discharge 
of our tespective duties. 
jOur Constitution is virtually and essentially in 
the hands, and at the disposal, of the People. 
This is not merely the language of our constitu- 
tion : It i a doctrine that lies at the foundation of 
rennblicanism. And the conservation of our lib- 
erties, as defined in our great social compact, is 
intimately connected with the intelligence and 
virtue of the people. Lut man is born neither wise 
nor good. Knowledge and virtue result from in- 
struction, and’ discipline and effort. The senses 
of the human kind early and eagerly seek thei: 
appropriate objects of gratification. The pas- 
sions easily excited in childhood and youth are 
prone to, and grow stronger with excessive indul- 
gence ; while the powers of reason, necessarily 
associated with experience in their progress to 
maturity, are slow anc Jate in being fully devel- 
oped. Hence the danger of habits being formed 
itjurious to society and destructive ef mdividual 
happiness. Hence the usefulness and importance 
of early tuition ; and hence likewise the interest 
which the public has in providing means for cul- 
tivating the miads and forming the manners of 
youth. Agreeably to these sentiments, the.Con- 
stitution enjoins itasaduty on the Legislature 
and Magistrates, in all future periods of the Com- 
monwealth, to chensaame interests of Lite*ature 
and the sciences, public schools, and grainmar 
schools in the towns. Should the existing laws 
be found insufficient to provide for the primary 
education of children, especially of destitute or- 
phans and the children of the poor and necessi- 
tous, prerequisite to their admission into grammar 
schools, the deficiency has strong claims to the 
consideration of the Legislature. Our Venerated 
Forefathers rendered their memories imperishable 
by their care &solicitude in the cause of learning ; 
& experience, instead of discrediting their litera- 
ry institutions, has served to heighten their value.

In casting our eyes across the Atlantic, which 
for instruction may be admissible, we see exhib. 
ited in the most disgusting forms, the deploraDie 
effects of ignorance and vice. Pauperism in some 
of the Buropean States, we are informed, has be- 
come so extensive and overwhelming, as to occa- 
sion in thany corporations, aa ernormous and al- 
most insupportable demand upon individual income 
for the maintenance of the poor. Crimes, in the 
same States, almost without number, and of eve- 
ry gvade of turpitade, are at tle same time dis- 
turbing the repose of private hfe, menacing the 
public peace, and mocking the most severe ex- 
pressions of public vengeance. 

On the subject of punishment, however, most 
of the governments in Christendom have come toa 
pause. The frequent repetition of crimes in defi-

Although Massachusetts has been distingnished 
for ber zealous efforts to rear her children to hab- 
its of order, of usefulness and virtue, we have too 
much reason to regret the existence of vice, and 
the perpeiration of crimes. But on due examina- 
tion, it will be generally foune, that the latter 
have been committed by those who were not na- 
tives, or if natives, by such as had neglected, or 
been denied the advantages of early training and 
instruction. [t is believed that the idea of pro- 
ducing a virtuous and happy state of society, by 
the influence of early education and distipline on 
the great body of the people, has ncver been so 
distinctly -conceived, nor urged’ with so much 
force and effect as in this cotutry. But changes 
await us ; and we shall do well to endeavour to 
catch a portion of that spirit of prudence and fore- 
sight for which our ancestors were distinguished, 
by adapting the means of literary improvement, 
to the state of society, and deteciing the bearings 
of present circumstances ou the interests of future 
times. It is not unreasonable to expect that, a- 
mong other causes, an increase of our population, 
of our commerce, and of large manulactaring es- 
tablishments, will, as in all other countries, mul- 
tiply the causes of moral deterioration. Hf there be 
just ground for such apprehensions,additional mea- 
sures of precaution cannot be too speedily devised. 
On this occasion | would present to your notice 
the great Penitentiary of the Commonwealth at 
Charlestown. I have been recently furnished with 
a summary, but Very satisfactory, report of the 
present condition of that institution. It must be 
gratifying to-you, a3 it has been to me, to receive 
assurances of the salutary effects of the act of 
February, ore thousand eight hundred and eight- 
een, for classifying the couvicts,& other purposes, 
on their temper and behaviour.” Besides the pre- 
valance of good erder, the expense of the institu- 
tion has becéme less onerous to the State.

He 
was sitting in the door of his hut, barefoot, with 
a cap aid three-cornered hat on his head,dressed 
in acalice gown, and some: folds of country clpth, 
with a large silver headed cane in his left hand,

is about 60°years ofage. We walked together 
under ip ty ater which forrished an ex- 
cellent Skerbro seated himself in a great 
chair, Mr. K. on his right hawd ; Couber on a, 
“Qarge “mat before the King; Mr. B. and myself, 
near the foat ofthe tree in front; the people, 50, 
or 60 in number, were seated in a circle, some, 
on matsy and some on the ground; the women, 
and children around the circle behind the men. 
Bome of the people were dressed in gowns, ex- 
the neck to the feet; some in 
blankets of the country cloth, wrapped around 
the bedy ; some, particularly the young, iu nar- 
row strips of cloth ; while the ghildren were not 
burthened with any clothes atall. . . 
Our present of bafta, tobacco, &c. was placed | 
on a mat in the centre of the.circle. After the 
usual ceremonies in opening a palayer, our char- 
acter, and the object of our visit was made known, 
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would be angry with any people who erected al- 
{ars to devils, and would visit them in judgment ; 
that the devil was only a creature, and had no 
more power than God gave him. I told bim all 
in Christian countries were not good people ; he 
had seen many from America and England, who 
were bad men. Mr. K. perhaps named a dozen 
foreigners with whom Couber had been acquaint- 
ed, who were slave traders and bad men, 
who did not prosper, but died poor and wretch- 
ed, often, leaving their children cast upon the 
world, friendless and neglected. He said that 
the aillictions which some of the natives suffered, 
were the Judgement of God for their sins: here 
the leopard comes and sometimes drives the peo- 
ple away from a town; a shark oran alligator 
catches a boy, aid you say he was killed by a 
witch, and ge and sell a whole family into slav- 
ery. Such things were not known in England or 
America.—Kong Couber, listened with a serious 
countenance & fixed attention. 1 could not but 
believe that he was impressed with a conviction 
of the truth of what was said. Mr.K. told Couber, 
that he had been in Sherbro about 20 years, but 
he never knew two such good men come to it on 
so good an errand.—We learn that the young 
men, in thie and the adjacent towns are in favor 
of the contemplated colony.
